FAILS TO GIVE CHARGES 


AGAINST ALLIED CITIZENS 


MAY MODIFY PLANS 
FOR A 6ERMAN LOAN 


Berlin, March 8.—Germany does 
not intend to send the entente at 
present the list of allied citizens 
accused by Germany of 
misdeeds 
against her forces during the war, 
it Anas stated by Foreign Minister 
Mueller yesterday during the de­ 
bate in the National Assembly on 
the third reading of the bill to gov­ 
ern the German trial of persons ac­ 
cused of war crimes by the entente. 
The Foreign Minister declared he 
doubted whether the allies 
would 
punish any of their citizens on the 
strength of German evidence, and 
he was rather inclined to believe 
that, the German move would only 
serve to unite the allied coalition 
more finally. 
The German records already com­ 
piled. H err Mueller stated, com­ 
prised 312 pages 
of 
indictments 
against French individuals and 69 
against British. 
The German Goa- 
ernment. he said, would never de­ 
mand tho extradition 
of 
enemy 
Generals. 
“The extradition list of the en­ 
tente is but an expression of the 
co ck in ess of the victors,’’ he saki.
